Sho 
had practically no relations with foreign States, 
but prospered to a deyrea that axcitod envy, 
and eventually aggression, Kubla Khan the 
aforesaid, founder of the Yuon dynasty in Chinn, 
and builder of “stately pleasure domes,” 
baving called repontedly for her sutnnission, 
and having suffered a defeat at Tsushima, sent 
envoys iu [275 to the Shogun, whose headquar- 
ters were thenat Kamakura. Pour ambassadors, 
splendidly accouteed, and followed by a yor: 
geous retinue, darried his message, « diplomatic 
ono, and they brought many loads of gifts to 
render ‘the proposuls of the Khan the -more 
acceptable. One would like to know who 
ullimiately got those gifts, but the discreet” his: 
torjans of the day aro silent ou the point, But 
as fo tho envoys, it is quite clearly recorded (hut 
tha Regent, Hojo no Tokimune, disposed of 
thom. ‘They were bebeaded, all four of them, 
and theiy rotinuos suffered in the sumo way, 
and Kubla Khan got no other ‘answor to his 
message, * ac 
War followed forthwith, The . outraged 
monarch of China. despatched a force of a 
hundred. thousand Chinese. Mongols, :. and 
Koreans to avenge this gross affront, and these 
effected a landing in-Kinchiu, where fightiig 
at oncé commenced, ‘There wore, in fuet, two 
or threa engagentonts, on Jand and’on soa, but 
they were tho rere weak prelude to the decisive 
battle that, ensued one tempestuous day, -when 
the litttle warships grappled one another in 5 
woaltor of storm, and the battalions ashore strove 
through ® soreen of rain. ‘That was a fight to 
make the life of a war correspondent worth 
living and ‘the: historians who record it not 
only did not see it. bat show signs of s tendency 
to embollish meagre fact with copious fancy. 
The ond of it was on-n scale betitting the rest 
apabege “wiped their ad rorsaries out 
annihilated them, and only threo escaped to, 
carry the news back to Kubla Ishan. 5 

“Por a considerable period,’ one authority 
adds, “ Japan was free from Mongol aggression, 
One regards it as probable, 

lt took a long time 1o habituate Japan to 
foreigners, though her own adventurers cruised 
here and there in the Paeific, combining busi- 
ness: with piracy. The Spaniards in the 
Philippines lad a good doal of trouble with 
them, particularly in the island of Luzon, 
which was a hoadquarters of the buccaneering 
trade iu the sixteenth century, Contemporary 
records go to show that’ the -xpicit of 
Japanese fighting-men was us goof then as 
it is now, They shared with the KMny- 
lish of the same period an inconyueryable 
antipatliy to the Spanish, and most accounts 
of their collisions report success for the Japa- 
nese.. Tho Postuguese--then one of the first 
sea-powers—got on with them much better, 
Their ships visited Japan as early as 1542, and 
for close upon a hundred years a regular trade 
by bartet was carried on between Portugal and 
Jopan. In 1549 throo Portuguae missionaries 
arrived in Japan, of whom Xavier was the chief, 
and their suecess in ‘securing converts to

1439, the then, roler of Japan expelled the 
Portugueso and proseribed ‘Christianity, the’ 
provinee of Hizon alone fnrnished 30,000 nativa 
Ubristians, who rosisted the proscription, and 
were most terribly punished, 5. apaneso mothods 
wero not hampered by squeamishness, - 
. So‘far ax can ‘now bo known, the first 
Englistman to set foot in Japan was William 
Adams, of Kent, the,mate of a Dutch morchant- 
man, He reached Yodo about 1605-10, and 
lived there for soveral years. It is to be 
regretted on all necounts thet this worthy 
mariner was no writer, for ho baa not left so 
much us a note-book te tell what ho saw ond 
it struck him. Jie had 
advantages for making -himself acquainted 
with le conditions of life in this strange 
land, for with tho aduptability which makes 
diplomats aud calonisers of Bngtiahmen, he 
established himself in high favour ‘at court, 
and even secured an appointment of con. 
siderable bonour ag inastrioter in, shipbuilding. 
Finally, jhe was granted the title of Hatamoto 
—no mnnil honour, in ony case, and particularl, 
for a foroigner, If only he had beon ablo Fe 
write us well ashe could lay a course! I ean 
imagine nothing mora picturesque, notbing 
more comprot of the materials of stirring 
romance, than the position of this stolid, 
doft-handed sailor, carrying the old civilisation 
of the Went to the older wisdom of the East. 
Did ho win favour_by cheery good-fellowship, 
by hearty willingness toto viet was oxpeoted 
tlad he a gooil-humonred contompt 
(that English contempt!) for the yellow folk 
about hiin? “What did he .think of their 
ships, of dheiy sailors, and their shipwrights ? 
The fact that he left no ansiver to any of these 
questions is a stain on the honoured name of 
William Adams, Englund ig poor in her Inck 
of an oquivalont for the worshipful Marco Polo, 
From the time of William Adams Japan came 
at acanter towards’ what is called civilization, 
and furnishes no more materia) fur this article. 
But tho speculative mind may cast back 10 the 
| Fagus.ages when Nippoa was the homo of hairy 
Ainus, und the unidentified ancestors of the 
Japanese to-day were mere invaders, OF itean 
work upon the time when mysterious ‘ blick 
savages” landed in the south of the country, 
Who they wore is not known, though they may 
have paddled thair canoes all tha way from. 
Papua or New Guinea, to be murdered out of 
hound ax soon ay they landed, Alb these ara 
rambles in the overgrown Innes of history, but 
they have that fascination for the dilettante 
stullent which is lacking: on tho mia thorough- 
fare of (he world's story.

From the Fungtu ‘Templo of Hades 
the descent is through about twenty levels, in 
each of which are wany ramifications leading to 
subtorrancan cities, presided oyer hy gods wlio 
ongo.were. great, rich, and, good..mon, . These 
wore able to buy the highest Hudeun diguitios 
with what was paid for them by surviving 
relatives, to whom they left largo sums for the 
purpose, ‘The idea that overy position of 
honour may be gained by bribery is, in the | 
“Chinese creed, applied to other worlds besides 
this, Indeed, it is evident that’ wribery 
flourishes far more iu the subterranean spheres 
than in thig sublunary region. 

Accordingly, if o citizen of the Middle 
Kingdom is wealthy, his journey to Hades will 
“ba exponsive indeed. , Ho will be able to sectire 
iho everything that ho wauts if he can take 
with him the cash, He sill be able to practise 


easy tobribe portors, gatekeepers, demon guards, 
‘torturing fiends and gods, if he cam command 
as a ghost tho funds needed. And ho 


needs immune resources “as ‘soon as he 
louvos -this world, for he has much to 
oneounter. The nature of his experieuce wo 


will consider presently. For the moment wo 
may lake epooial note of tho grotesque but really 
formidable financial side of this extraordinary 
phase of life throughout the wholo Chiness 
dimpire. All the millions of the people, from 
the Imperial family downward, are affected by 
the considerations involved. :

And the gonvral testimony of my missionary 
friends is that the wonderful fidelity shown by 
the converts, ax heroically proved daring the 
Boxer tribulation, is largely due ta the joy thoy 
feol at: their imancipation Crom this frightful 
tradition.

Possibly the idewis that 'a 
yreat man has gone, aud that he may say xome- 
thing evil against them to the devil, und su. 
they do something tq secure the good will of 
the great man.” 

According to popular. beliof the poor cannot 
get into’Hades at all ‘unless the charitablo 
supply the necessary wherewithal in sacrifices, 
of papar money. ‘hey are ghosts wandering in 
tho gloon:, and may be sont back to oarth to 
haunt the places whore they lived, and where 
‘they may play all sorts of havoc, Large num- 
hers of people in all parts of China gain their 
livelihood by making the paper money for tho 
use of the spirits. As the work is “easy it 
employs thousands of women und of people who 
are not strong enough for hard manual labour. 
The gifis of paper money are most olaboratoly

ing. A human being is sepposed to possess 
threo spirits, and xo has a triple immortality. 
The threo spirits are imprisoned in the body in 
this earthly life, but they part company entirely 
at death.
